1. Mr. I I phoned from Columbia University 

at 1345 hours today that when he returned from lunch approxi- 
mately 150 anti-CIA pickets had surrounded his ground floor 
interviewing area and that school officials were waiting to 
spirit him into the building by way of a back door. At the 
time of his call, school offici als were considering alternate 
interviewing locations, but Mr. I ~| was of the opinion STAT 

he would have to stop interviewing insofar as today’s 

schedule was concerned. 

2. We were not alerted by the FBI or other sources as 

to today's demonstration. Had we been, no senior Headquarters 
recruitment official would have been dispatched to New York 
City to join Mr. I ~| as he is a cool and seasoned 

recruiter who went through one of these experiences at CCNY 
last year. 

3. Mr. I ~1 called back at 1405 hours to report 

that Dr. Chamberlain, the Vice President, had learned that 
if Mr. | ~| kept his Wednesday and Thursday (16 and 17 

November) interviewing dates at Columbia, he would again be 
picketed; accordingly, Dr. Chamberlain requested that 

Mr. | ~1 not return for these dates, but, rather, that he
